I  beg  to  submit  to  you  herev/ith  my  annutil  report  for  the  year^ 

1948. 

The  general  health  v^ithin  the  Urban  District  throughout  the 
year  has  been  satisfactory,  and  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases 
was  particularly  low.  The  number  of  births  was  less  than  last  year, 
and  the  death  rats  was  slightly  less  than  the  previous  year# 

During  the  year  there  v/ere  some  changes  in  the  Staff  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  Department.  Mr.  Wood,  the  Chief  Sanitax’y 
Inspector,  left  in  July,  and  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Graves  who  commenced 
office  in  August.  Mr.  O'Donnell,  assistant  Surveyor,  left  his 
office  in  June.  To  these  Gentlemen,  and  to  the  members  of  the 
Clerical  staff  of  the  Department  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks 
for  their  help  and  co-operation. 

I  would  like  to  express  ray  thanks  also  to  the  Members  of  the 
Council,  the  Clerk  and  other  officials  for  their  co-operation  during

VITAL  STATISTICS.

The  Y/hole  of  the  urban  area  is  served  by  a  piped  supply  of  water 
from  the  Longton  Road  Y/aterworks.  No  shortage  v/as  experienced  and 

supplies  were  maintained  Y/ithout  interruption.  Regular  examination  of 
the  water  was  carried  out  and  all  samples  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  Ymter  is  very  hard^  with  a  total  hardness  figure  of  14.4  degrees. 

All  houses  Y>/ith  the  exception  of  one  enjoy  a  piped  supply  of  Y/ater, 
tv/elve  of  these  have  a  stand  pipe  in  the  yard  outside. 

During  the  year  1  stand  pipe  was  abolished. 

Sev/erage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Alterations  v/ere  carried  out  tu  the  sludge  drying  beds  to  increase 
their  area^,  and  the  sludge  digestion  tank  has  nov;  been  completed  and  is 
working  satisfactorily.  The  w'orks  generally  continue  to  operate 
efficiently,  and  examination  of  the  effluent  shoY/s  it  to  be  satisfactory 

The  addition  of  the  sludge  digestion  tank  has  considerably 
simplified  the  problem  of  sludge  disposal,  giving  an  inert  sludge  Y/hich 
is  quite  innocuous.
